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TRENDS 

I  By  Ron  Howard 


i  Tlie  rare  coin  market  in  the  past  month  has 

t  continued  at  a  brisk  and  quickening  pace.  Early 
I  nominees  for  the  “Best  Producer  of  the  Year” 

’  award  for  1981  are  commemorative  half  dollars  and 
I  prooflike  Morgan  dollars.  Each  has  shown  significant 
price  increases  already  this  year. 

New  investors  in  numismatics  have  expressed 
concern  about  the  doldrums  that  currently 
characterizes  the  precious  metals  market.  They 
I  naturally  fear  that  decreasing  or  static  gold  and  silver 
t  prices  might  adversely  affect  the  value  of  rare  coins. 

I  Hiey  can  rest  assured  that  most  rare  coin  values  do 
(  not  move  in  unison  with  precious  metals  prices.  In 
\  fact,  history  supports  the  hypothesis  that  rare  coins 
I  hold  their  values  in  times  of  falling  bullion  prices  and 
increase  in  value  during  times  of  rising  bullion  prices. 

Neophyte  numismatic  investors  should 
remember  that  the  values  of  silver  or  gold  rare  coins 
are  not  determined  by  their  metallic  content.  Tliere 
are  some  categories  of  coins  that  are  traditionally 
valued  at  some  nebulous  percentage  above  their 
bullion  values,  e.g.,  a  common  date  Saint  Gaudens 
I  Double  Eagle  or  a  slightly  better  date  Franklin  half 
dollar. 

With  each  of  these  examples,  the  influence  of 
the  coin’s  intrinsic  value  on  its  real  and  total  value  is 
I  inversely  porportionate  to  the  quality  of  the  coin. 
TTius,  a  superb,  MS  67  1927  Double  Eagle  may 


not  decrease  in  value  when  gold  prices  fall,  but  a 
typical  MS  60  example  would  be  affected. 

We  are  not  going  on  record  as  contending  that 
the  precious  metals  markets  do  not  affect  rare  coin 
values.  Due  to  the  inevitable  association  between 
precious  metals  and  rare  coins,  there  is  undoubtedly 
some  psychological  effect  upon  investors  when 
bullion  markets  move  strongly  in  one  direction  or 
another. 

A  more  tangible,  and  more  influential,  effect  is 
spawned  by  coin  dealers  who  also  deal  in  bullion 
items.  More  dealers  than  ever  are  involved,  in  some 
degree,  with  the  bullion  business.  When  bullion 
prices  are  unchanging,  business  is  modest.  However, 
if  prices  surge,  as  they  did  last  year,  the  volume  of 
business  often  mushrooms. 

What  does  a  rare  coin  dealer  do  with  his 
bullion  profits?  He  buys  more  rare  coins,  of  course, 
thereby  stimulating  that  market. 

The  rare  coin  market  is  far  from  dejjendent 
upon  such  stimulus,  however,  and  can  certainly 
prosper  when  bullion  prices  remain  relatively  stable.

Eight  Notes  Complete 
Legal  Tender  T3T3e  Set 

With  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  the 
United  States  found  itself  in  desperate  need  for 
money  to  finance  its  armies.  As  in  any  such  crisis, 
the  silver  and  gold  coinage  was  soon  hoarded,  and 
the  only  remedy  was  to  issue  papier  money.  Our  first 
government  issue  $1  Legal  Tender  was  the  Series  of 
1 862,  followed  by  the  issues  of  1 869,  1 874, 

1875,  1878,  1880,  1917  and  1 923.  Therefore, 
there  are  eight  different  series  dates  and  27  different 
notes. 

Hie  largest  issue  of  Legal  Tenders  is  the  series 
of  1917  and  the  smallest  is  that  of  1 878  with  only 
12,31 2,000  notes  being  produced. 

In  this  month’s  publication  we  will  concentrate 
on  the  $1  Legal  Tenders  and  the  relatively  inexpen¬ 
sive  way  of  coUecting  them  by  type.  TTiere  are  only 
eight  notes  that  are  needed  to  complete  a  type  set. 

Only  1 862  Legal  Tender,  or  “Greenback” 
as  it  is  commonly  called,  is  a  product  of  our  Second 
Issue.  This  series  had  a  wide  usage  and  came  in  four 
varieties.  All  of  these  notes  are  dated  August  1 , 

1862. 

Because  we  are  concentrating  on  type  collec¬ 
tions,  we  will  examine  the  Fr-16,  which  is  the  most 
common.  It  bears  a  double  printing  of  the  “National 
Bank  Note  Co.”  on  the  obverse.  The  1862  Legal 
Tender  bears  the  portrait  of  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  Salmon  P.  Chase,  red  serial  numbers  and 
the  red  spiked  treasury  seal.  All  carry  the  signatures 
of  Chittenden-Spinner. 


The  Fourth  Issue  of  our  United  States  Notes 
authorized  the  seven  remaining  series  of  notes.  The  ' 
next  note  in  the  type  set  is  the  Series  of  1 869.  It  is 
popularly  referred  to  as  the  “Rainbow  Series” 
because  of  the  blue,  red,  and  green  colors  on  the 
face  of  the  note.  Hiey  were  printed  from  1870-74 
with  4 1 ,868,000  issued.  This  note  undoubtedly  is 
one  of  our  most  striking  pieces. 

The  Fr-20  is  the  first  note  in  the  1875  series 
and  serves  as  the  type  note  because  it  is  one  of  the 
most  plentiful.  All  of  the  notes  in  this  type  series,  in¬ 
cluding  the  1874  and  1 878,  bear  the  attractive  red 
floral  embellishment  on  the  right  side  of  the  note  en¬ 
circling  the  words  “One  Dollar.”  The  spiked  red 
treasury  seal  and  red  serial  numbers  are  also  present 
on  our  third  type  note. 

The  fourth  note  in  the  type  set  is  drawn  from 
the  series  of  1 880.  The  large  treasury  seal  replaces 
the  floral  embellishment  at  the  right  of  the  portrait  but 
still  bears  the  red  serial  numbers.  There  are  three 
notes  to  choose  from  for  this  type  with  signature 
combinations  of  Bruce-Gilfillan  and  Bruce- Wyman 
supporting  the  highest  production  figures  of  a  com¬ 
plete  type  set  (about  20  million). 

Blue  serial  numbers  replacing  the  previous  red 
ones  is  the  only  change  among  the  next  three  notes  in 
tlie  Series  of  1 880.  This  one  difference,  however,  is 
enough  to  make  it  the  fifth  note  for  type.  Scarcity 
and  production  amount  make  this  type  the  most  ex¬ 
pensive  in  a  complete  set.  With  patience,  it  shouldn  t 
be  difficult  to  find  a  nice  representative  piece. 

The  series  date  of  1 880  also  bears  a  third  note 
for  type  --  with  the  seal  movement  to  the  left  side  of 
the  portrait  and  of  the  small,  scalloped,  red  variety. 
The  serial  numbers  remain  blue  on  the  sixth  note  for 
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type.  There  are  two  choices  in  this  type;  however, 
the  Tillman-Morgan  signature  combination  is  more 
common. 

With  a  printage  amount  of  966  million  for  the 
!  Series  of  1 91  7,  the  seventh  note  is  the  easiest  to  find 
as  well  as  the  least  expensive.  There  are  five  possible 
signature  combinations  in  this  series.  With  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  Fr-37a,  they  all  have  the  same  general 
!  rarity.  TTe  1917  $1  Legal  Tender  bears  the  red, 

:  scalloped,  treasury  seal  of  the  previous  series  but  the 
I  serial  numbers  have  been  switched  back  to  red.  This 
note,  as  the  last  four,  has  the  “sawhorse  reverse”  so- 
called  because  of  the  design. 


The  last  size  $1  Legal  Tender  bears  the  series 
date  of  1923.  This  last  note  of  the  type  set  was 
printed  from  1924  through  1926  with  81 ,872,000 
coming  off  the  presses.  The  red  serial  numbers,  red 
seal,  and  large  red  “  1  ”  on  the  obverse  makes  an  at¬ 
tractive  layout.  The  Fr-40  has  the  “cogwheel 
reverse,”  and  the  Speelman- White  signature  com¬ 
bination. 

The  beauty  of  this  type  set  is  one  to  behold. 
With  time,  a  type  set  of  the  $1  Legal  Tenders  can 
easily  be  formed.

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The  Buffalo  Nickel: 

A  Truly  American  Coin 

By  Ed  Reiter 


Few  chapters  in  the  annals  of  America’s  Old 
West  are  sadder  than  the  slaughter  of  the  bison. 
Millions  of  these  magnificent  creatures  were  killed  in 
the  second  half  of  the  1 9th  century  --  often  just  for 
sport.  TTie  once-sprawling  herds  became  so 
decimated  that  by  1 900  the  species  was  in  danger 
of  extinction. 

Happily,  the  bison  has  survived,  saved  from 
extinction  by  people  who  recognized  its  plight.  And 
happily  for  collectors  of  United  States  coins,  it  also  is 
the  subject  of  a  handsome  coinage  tribute:  the  much- 
admired  Buffalo  nickel. 

As  the  animal  it  portrays,  the  Buffalo  nickel 
has  gone  from  being  abundant  to  being  a  vanishing 
breed.  Thanks  to  American  hobbyists,  though,  its 
beauty  and  vibrancy  still  can  be  enjoyed  even 
though  its  “herds”  have  faded  from  circulation. 

One  of  the  great  appeals  of  this  very  special 
coin  has  always  been  its  use  of  native  American 
themes:  an  Indian  head  on  the  obverse  and  a  buffalo 
(or  bison)  on  the  back.  These  are  symbols  identified 
uniquely  with  the  U.S.A.,  and  James  Earle  Fraser, 
the  designer  of  the  coin,  chose  them  for  just  that 
reason. 

“My  first  objective,”  Fraser  once  explained, 
“was  to  produce  a  coin  which  was  truly  American, 
and  that  could  not  be  confused  with  the  currency  of 
any  other  country.  I  made  sure,  therefore,  to  use 
none  of  the  attributes  that  other  nations  had  used  in 
the  past.  And,  in  my  search  for  symbols,  I  found  no

motif  within  the  boundaries  of  the  United  States  so 
distinctive  as  the  American  buffalo.”  i 

Indian  heads  had  appeared  on  other  coins.  The 
Indian  Head  cent  being  the  most  familiar,  but  several  * 
U.S.  gold  coins  had  carried  such  designs.  For  the 
most  part,  however,  those  prior  coinage  “Indians” 
were  imposters:  Caucasian  models  were  used  in 
preparing  the  designs,  and  headdresses  then  were 
added  to  give  them  an  Indian  look.  Fraser  took  the 
opposite  tact  --  he  used  Indians  as  models  and  chose  i 
not  to  show  a  fancy  headdress. 

By  contrast,  the  bison  has  never  appeared  on 
any  other  U.S.  coin,  and  this  feature,  more  than  any 
other,  is  what  makes  Fraser’s  coin  so  distinctive.  TTie 
Indian  head  is  striking  and  occupies  the  more 
important  side,  but  the  bison  is  what  sets  the  coin 
apart.  Hobbyists  acknowledge  this  -  unwittingly, 
perhaps  --  every  time  they  mention  the  series  by 
calling  it  the  Buffalo  nickel,  not  the  Indian  coin. 

Fraser  modeled  the  bison  after  Black  Diamond, 
a  majestic  animal  at  the  New  York  Zoological 
Gardens.  Just  a  few  years  later,  in  1915,  the  animal 
thus  immortalized  was  callously  sold  and  slaughtered 
when  it  reached  the  age  of  20.  TTe  Indian  head  Is 
thought  to  have  been  a  composite.  According  to 
hobby  historians,  Fraser  used  three  different  models: 
Iron  Tail,  General  George  Custer’s  adversary  at 
Little  Big  Horn;  Two  Moons,  and  Chief  John  Big 
Tree. 


The  Wild  West  had  been  tamed  to  a  great 
extent  by  1913  when  the  nickel  made  its  bow  In 
circulation.  Indian  tribes  had  been  shunted  onto 
reservations  and  the  buffalo  no  longer  roamed  the 
range.  In  a  sense,  the  coin  served  as  a  kind  of 
unofficial  commemorative  -  a  testament  to  the  role 
the  Old  West  had  played  In  U.S.  history. 
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From  a  technical  standpoint,  the  Buffalo  nickel 
was  flawed:  its  features  were  sduck  in  unusually  high 
relief  and  thus  were  prone  to  wear.  Almost  at  the 
outset,  it  had  to  be  modified  to  help  ccwrect  this 
problem.  The  very  first  pieces  had  the  bison  on  a 
mound,  but  this  was  changed  at  once  when  the 
feature  showed  a  tendency  to  wear.  The  mound,  it 
seemed,  was  doubling  as  a  spot  for  the  statement  of 
value,  and  Mint  officials  feared  that  the  vital  words 
“FIVE  CENTS”  would  be  lost.  The  base  was 
changed  to  a  straight  line  or  “plane,”  creating  a 
recession  for  the  words.  The  1913  issues  are  found, 
as  a  result,  in  two  distinct  varieties  -  the  so-called 
1  ype  1  and  1  ype  11. 

The  date  was  exposed  as  well,  but  this  caused 
less  concern  and  prompted  no  similar  revision.  As  a 
consequence,  the  date  wore  off  quickly  and  dateless 
Buffalo  nickels  became  a  familiar  sight.  Later,  in  the 
mid- 1920s,  the  coin’s  high  relief  contributed  to  yet 
another  problem  --  due  to  defective  dies,  many  of  the 
nickels  from  that  jDeriod,  expecially  from  the  two 
branch  mints,  were  weakly  struck.  Because  so  few 
pieces  were  struck  with  sharp  detail,  those  that  do 
exist  command  much  higher  premiums  than  the 
normal  “weak  sister”  issues. 

Perhaps  the  most  intriguing  of  all  the  Buffalo 
nickels  is  the  so-called  “three-legged”  variety.  This 
coin  was  made  in  1 937  at  the  Denver  Mint, 
apparently  after  one  of  the  dies  became  clogged.  On 
three-legged  specimens,  the  bison’s  right  foreleg  is 
missing  and  only  the  hoof  remains.  No  one  knows  for 
sure  how  many  of  these  error  coins  were  struck,  but 


the  number  is  believed  to  be  small,  and  this  is 
reflected  in  their  price.  Exceptional  mint  state  pieces 
can  bring  as  much  as  $4,000;  even  in  average 
condition  the  coin  is  worth  several  hundred  dollars. 

Some  of  the  earlier  Buffalos  are  bringing  even 
more,  and  the  undisputed  king  is  yet  another  deviate 
from  the  norm  -  the  1918  overdate  variety.  This 
coin,  also  produced  in  Denver,  was  made  frcHn  a 
1917  die  on  which  an  “8”  had  been  engraved  over 
the  “7.”  In  flawless  mint  ccxidition,  it’s  wcMth 
perhaps  $35,000. 

TTie  entire  Buffalo  series  has  advanced  in  price 
substantially  within  the  last  1 2  months,  but,  as  with 
much  of  the  market,  the  impact  has  been  limited  to 
coins  in  the  highest  grades. 

After  25  years  of  production,  the  minimum 
period  specified  by  law,  the  Buffalo  nickel  was 
dropped  from  the  coinage  roster  in  1 938.  The 
Indian  gave  way  to  Thomas  Jefferson  and  the  bison 
to  Monticello,  Jefferson’s  home.  Although  its 
numbers  dwindled  thereafter,  the  Buffalo  lingered  in 
Americans’  pocket  change  for  more  than  a  quarter 
century.  And  it  never  lost  its  grip  on  the  hearts  of 
the  nation’s  collectors.  If  anything,  they  have  grown 
to  love  it  more.

I  U.S.  Commems 
I  Doubly  Appealing

!  U.S.  GDmmemorative  coinage  is  one  of 

j  the  most  interesting  series  for  aesthetic  and 
I  historic  appeal  among  rare  coins, 
j  Commemorative  coins  were  authorized 

by  Congress  to  commemorate  certain  found¬ 
ings  or  important  historical  events.  Not  only 
did  this  coinage  serve  as  historical  landmarks, 
at  the  same  time  it  helped  raise  money  for  the 
respective  sponsoring  groups. 

Originally,  the  coins  were  sold  at  face 
j  value  to  the  sponsoring  commissions,  and  in 
)  turn  to  the  general  public  at  modest  premiums. 

Commemoratives  were  struck  between 
1892  and  1934.  a  course,  the  nation’s 
Bicentennial  called  for  special  coinage  in 
1 976,  but  these  coins  are  not  considered  to 
be  among  true  “commems.” 

Net  mintages,  as  listed  in  books  and 
other  publications  on  commemoratives,  do  not 
I  necessarily  dictate  scarcity.  Many  of  the  coins 
1  that  were  not  absorbed  by  the  public  were 
i  returned  to  the  mint  and  melted.  Also,  many 
of  the  coins  found  their  way  into  circulation; 
therefore,  mintage  figures  usually  have  little 
bearing  on  relative  scarcity  of  an  issue. 

Recent  books  and  articles  have 
stimulated  collector  Interest  in  the  past  two 
years  and  most  issues  have  found  their  own 
market  levels. 


As  is  the  case  with  any  series,  each 
commemorative  coin  is  noted  for  its  own  strik¬ 
ing  characteristics.  Overall,  commemoratives 
are  fairly  consistent  because  little  work  was 
demanded  from  most  of  the  dies  used  -  many 
issues  were  minted  in  quantities  between 
1 0,000  and  20,000.  Commemoratives  that 
are  difficult  to  find  with  full  strikes  and  few 
marks  include  the  Lafayette  Dollar,  both 
Alabama  issues,  the  Hawaiian,  both  Missouri 
issues,  and  the  Panama-Pacific.  Finding  any 
of  these  coins  in  gem  condition  might  be  a 
laborious  task. 

A  few  of  the  commemoratives  exhibit 
prooflike  surfaces.  TTiese  issues  include  both 
Columbians,  the  New  Rochelle,  the  Roanoke 
and  the  Texas. 

“Commems”  have  been  very  popular 
in  the  last  two  years  and  should  continue  to 
grow  in  popularity  in  the  years  to  come.  New 
books  and  articles  on  commemorative  coinage 
are  due  on  the  market  soon.  One  of  the  most 
popular  and  comprehensive  is  James  lacovo’s 
A  Comprehensive  Guide  To  US.  Com¬ 
memorative  Coins,  published  by  TTie  Ivy 
Press,  Inc.  TTiis  and  other  publications  that 
seek  to  educate  the  collector  should  further 
collector  interest  in  this  popular  coinage.

As  our  first  auaion  of  1981  approaches  (The  University  Park  Sale, 
March  6-7),  the  auaion  market  is  fairly  quiet  compared  to  last  year  at 
this  time. 

Record  breaking  prices  were  the  norm  through  the  first  quarter  of 
1980,  but  such  was  not  the  case  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  During 
the  past  few  months,  the  auaion  market  has  displayed  some  signs  of 
renewed  strength,  however. 

Commemoratives,  which  were  ignored  for  nearly  a  year,  are  now 
gaining  momentum.  Early  type  material  (pre-1807)  and  copper  coins  of 
all  types  remain  in  favor  in  spite  of  their  impressive  gains  of  the  past 
several  months.  And,  buyers  are  again  turning  their  attention  towards 
nickel  and  silver  proof  type  coins  now  that  they  can  be  bought  at  levels 
well  below  those  of  a  year  ago. 

All  faaors  considered,  it  looks  as  if  the  1981  auaion  market  will  be 
healthier,  and  perhaps  as  exciting,  as  1980’s. 

Our  May  21-23  sale  is  shaping  up  to  be  one  of  our  most  exciting 
auaions  ever.  Already  consigned  is  a  fantastic  offering  of  Indian  and 
Lincoln  cents. 

Some  of  the  highlights  include:  An  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  in  Proof 
63;  an  1877  Indian  cent  in  Proof  63;  three  1909-S  V.D.B.  Lincolns;

Q:  /  am  interested  in  collecting  Morgan  Silver  Dollars  in  prooflike  condition^  but 

the  coins  I  see  typically  show  more  small  nicks  and  surface  marks  than  do  the  regular  pieces. 

Why  is  this  so?  How  easy  is  it  to  obtain  prooflike  Peace  Dollars?  C.M.,  Fort  Worth,  Texas 

A:  Prooflike  Morgan  Dollars,  or  pieces  that  exhibit  a  mirror-like  surface  resembling  a  proof, 
are  more  susceptible  to  nicks  and  bag  marks  simply  because  the  surface  is  highly  refleaive 
and  less  tolerant  of  abrasions.  Prooflike  Morgan  Dollars  result  from  (1)  being  a  first  strike 
from  a  new,  highly  polished  die,  or  (2)  from  being  struck  with  an  old  die  which  has 
“clashed”  during  the  coining  process.  In  order  to  remove  the  myriad  of  clashmarks,  the  die 
was  reground  and  lightly  polished  which  resulted  in  the  mirror-like  appearance. 

Due  to  the  shallow  relief  and  different  striking  characteristics  of  the  Peace  Dollar,  it  was 
not  the  practice  to  polish  older  or  “clashed”  dies  as  in  the  Morgan  series.  As  a  result,  while 
some  Peace  Dollars  may  exhibit  a  very  satiny,  slightly  prooflike  surface,  fully  prooflike 
Peace  dollars,  as  compared  to  a  prooflike  Morgan  dollar,  do  not  exist. 

Q.  I  recently  purchased  a  1795  ''BusT'  Dollar.  When  it  arrived,  I  noticed  several  shallow,  parallel 
marks  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  They  appear  to  have  been  struck  into  the  coin.  Can  you 
explain  these  marks?  B.E.P.,  Sacramento,  California 

A.  In  the  U.S.  Mint’s  infancy,  coin  blanks  or  planchets  were  very  crudely  made  in 
comparison  to  today’s  computerized  production  techniques.  The  problem  was  that  the 
thickness  of  the  strip  from  which  the  planchets  were  punched  (much  like  rolling  out  dough 
for  cookies)  could  not  be  exactly  controlled.  This  resulted  in  planchets  which  were 
sometimes  either  overweight  or  underweight.  The  “light”  blanks  were  thrown  back  into 
the  melting  pot,  while  the  “heavy”  planchets  were  simply  filed  with  a  coarse  metal  file. 
After  they  were  inserted  in  the  coining  press  and  struck,  sometimes  the  telltale  signs  of  the 
file  marks  or  “adjustment”  marks  remained.  These  marks  are  most  commonly  seen  on 
silver  dollars  and  half  dollars  minted  from  1794  to  1807.
